RECOMMENDATION

Receive an update on the Regionally Integrated Climate Action Planning Suite (RICAPS) project.

FISCAL IMPACT

Up to $175,000 of matching funds to grants from the BAAQMD and PG&E.

SOURCE OF FUNDS

Funding for staff work for the completion of deliverables for the BAAQMD and PG&E grants are
paid through agreements between C/CAG and the County of San Mateo in FY2010-11 and
FY2011-12, and for matching funds to grants, from Congestion Relief Funds.

BACKGROUND/DISCUSSION

Grant Funding;

On September 16, 2010, the C/CAG Board adopted a Resolution No. 10-53, giving the Chair
authority to sign Grant Agreement 2010-083 between C/CAG and the BAAQMD for $50,000 to
complete a CAP template project for the cities in San Mateo County and Cupertino. On March
10, 2011, the C/CAG Board adopted Resolution No. 11-11 for a PG&E Contract Work
Authorization No. 2500458103 between C/CAG and PG&E for $125,000.

The total grant funding for RICAPS is $175,000, and with C/CAG’s commitment to match funds,
the total project budget is $350,000. There are additional costs, currently $100,000 for county
staff support for the project. The two resolutions associated with the staff services agreements
with the County of San Mateo, Department of Public Works are Resolution No.11-35 for
$25,000 with the agreement dates June 9, 2012 and Resolution No.12-08 for $75,000 with the
agreement dated February 21, 2012.

Contractor Agreements, KEMA:
There are two agreements that have been completed with DNV KEMA Energy and Sustainability
(formerly KEMA Services, Inc.), with resolution adopted by the C/CAG Board. The first
agreement, with an already completed scope of work, was authorized by the C/CAG Board on
November 18, 2010, Resolution No. 10-61 for $49,500. This scope of work for this agreement
covered the writing of the Climate Action Plan template Document and the List of Measures,

along with measure worksheets and included a cost-benefit analysis for each measure on the list.

The second agreement was authorized by the C/CAG Board on September 8, 2011 by Resolution
No. 11-51 for $60,000 for technical support services to five cities and C/CAG for climate action
plan development. An amendment to this agreement, adding $30,000 is being presented at the
current, November 8, 2012 meeting.

Contractor Agreement, Hara Software:

An agreement with Hara Software was authorized by the C/CAG Board under Resolution No. 11-
39, for $200,000 for licensing of their energy and emissions tracking software tool. The eventual
contract was for less: approximately $30,000 for customization and training, and $45,000 for the
annual subscription fee.

Progress Update:
The following portions of the project/grants have been completed:

e A Climate Action Plan (CAP) Template Document: that any city in San Mateo County (or
in the world really), can use to write their climate action plan. The document includes all
the elements required by the BAAQMD to satisfy CEQA requirements for a defensible
CAP,

e A Menu of Measures, each with a Measure Worksheet and Cost-Benefit Analysis: the a
city can use to choose measures that apply to their city. The menu allows a city to
prioritize viable measures, based on cost, level of greenhouse gas emission reductions, or
other factors a city might prioritize,

e A User’s Manual: a set of basic instructions of how the RICAPS suite of tools works
together to facilitate a completed CAP,

o A forecasting spreadsheet, customized for San Mateo County cities, that can establish a
business-as-usual forecast for future emissions,

e Integration of the Hara Software tool: giving every city in San Mateo County access to a
system which will eventually receive energy utility data for their city facilities on a monthly
basis. The software also integrates the climate action planning measures and forecasting is
also soon to be incorporated. As a city applies their measures into Hara, is automatically
attached the emission reduction to the source of emissions, helping the city reach its
emission reduction target.

Data Integration:

Both PG&E and Hara have potential systems for integrating utility data from PG&E into the Hara
tool automatically. Discussions are in process about which option is most secure, dependable and
cost effective. We hope to have this resolved by the end of January 2013.

Current version of the RICAPS documents, measures list and user’s manual, can be found on the
San Mateo County Energy Watch website: www.smcenergywatch.com under the climate action
tab.

Monthly Meetings:

C/CAG staff hold monthly meetings with cities to help them along with the process of developing
their CAPs and attendance has been approximately 22 people per meeting, representing
approximately 10 cities at each meeting. DNV KEMA consulting staff attend the meetings, which
also include presentations relevant to the stage of the CAP development process that cities are in.




City Participation:
Fourteen cities in San Mateo County and two cities in Santa Clara County are currently using
RICAPS. The following is a list of cities and how they are participating in RICAPS:

Eleven cities using RICAPS to develop new draft climate action plans:
e Atherton — in progress

Belmont — in progress

Colma — nearly finished

Foster City- nearly finished

Millbrae — in progress

Pacifica — completed drafi

Portola Valley — in progress

San Bruno - completed draft

San Mateo — considering using RICAPS to update their existing CAP

Woodside — in progress

Cupertino — in progress

Five cities are integrating into RICAPS online tool to track their exiting CAP:
¢ Burlingame

Hillsborough

Redwood City

South San Francisco

Los Altos Hills

Two additional cities planning to use RICAPS online tool but haven’t started the process yet;
e Menlo Park
e San Carlos

In addition, C/CAG is in the process of developing its Countywide Transportation CAP. The CAP
will include many of the existing programs that C/CAG promotes across San Mateo County. The
draft list of measures under consideration are provided as an attachment to this staff report.

Outside Agency Support:

C/CAG staff continue to resolve issues related to the RICAPS model, which is unique in the State
of California. The Governor’s Office of Planning Research (OPR), the BAAQMD and the State
Attorney General’s Office, for a long time have recognized the fallacy that exists in a lot of CAPs,
that cities include transportation measures, for which they have no control.

For this reason, especially the OPR, is following progress on RICAPS to see how we resolve
issues related to CEQA and Tiering, the ability of future development to “tier” the GHG
emissions portion of its EIR, but linking the project design to measures in a cities’ CAP.

RECOMMENDATION

Adopt Resolution No. 12-63 authorizing the C/CAG Chair to Execute Amendment No. 1 of an
existing Agreement between C/CAG and DNV KEMA, adding $30,000 for Consulting Services
for Climate Action Planning Technical Support for a total Not to Exceed Amount of $90,000.

FISCAL IMPACT

Increased from $30,000 to $45,000 potential matching cost for this Agreement.

SOURCE OF FUNDS

The cost of the technical support contract is paid for in part by a grant from PG&E (up to
$60,000). Matching funding, per an existing agreement with PG&E, comes from San Mateo
Congestion Relief Plan funds.

Funding for staff work for the completion of the CAP Template project and deliverables for the
PG&E grant is paid through agreements between C/CAG and the County of San Mateo in
FY2011-12, from Congestion Relief Plan funds.

BACKGROUND/DISCUSSION

On March 10, 2011, the C/CAG Board adopted Resolution No. 11-11 for a PG&E Contract
Work Authorization (Grant) No. 2500458103 between C/CAG and PG&E for $125,000 to
support development of a climate action planning suite of tools.

On June 9, 2011, the C/CAG Board received a presentation on the CAP template project, which
included the scopes of work, specifics on the deliverables associated with the aforementioned
grant, and timeline for the project.

On August 11, 2011, the C/CAG Board adopted Resolution No.11-39, authorizing the C/CAG
Chair to execute an agreement with Hara Software, Inc. (Hara) for climate action planning (CAP)

software for an amount not to exceed $200,000.
ITEM 5.4
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Resolution 10-61, authorizing the C/CAG chair to execute an agreement between C/CAG and
KEMA, for consulting services to write a CAP template document and to develop planning
measures, was adopted by the C/CAG Board on November 18, 2010.

An additional agreement was authorized by the C/CAG Board, by Resolution No. 11-51, for an
amount not to exceed $60,000 for technical support for C/CAG and five (5) cities to complete
climate action plans.

This amendment to the previous technical support agreement adds $30,000, for a total agreement
amount of $90,000. The scope of work in the original agreement did not include staff time for
KEMA staff to attend and present at the countywide working group meetings that were
established shortly after KEMA’s technical support work began. C/CAG staff decided that
KEMA’s involvement at the meetings was critical to moving the projects forward. In addition,
though the effort has been aimed at five cities’ and C/CAG’s climate action plans, other cities
have also been served by KEMA and C/CAG staff in anticipation of their interest in completing a
climate action plan by year end.

Resolution No. 12-63, Amendment No. 1 to the Agreement, and the Revised Scope of Work,
identified as Exhibit B to the agreement, are attached to this staff report for your review.

Background:

C/CAG has acted as the Abandoned Vehicle Abatement Service Authority for San Mateo County
since its inception in FY 93-94. This provided approximately $670K a year for towing and
abating abandoned vehicles. The funds go to the participating police/ sheriff departments.
Seventeen cities and the County participate in the program (see the attached Abandoned Vehicle
Abatement Service Authority for the list of participants).

The Abandoned Vehicle Abatement Fee is required to be reauthorized every 10 years and is set to
expire in San Mateo County in May 2013. The C/CAG Attorney has determined that an
extension of this fee in San Mateo County past this expiration date would require a majority vote
of the people due to regulations put in place in 2010 by the passage of Proposition 26
(Supermajority required to pass new taxes and fees Act). The law reads that Proposition 26 also
applies to extensions of current taxes. Therefore, the County of San Mateo did not request that
the Department of Motor Vehicles extend the fee past the May 2013 expiration date.

Fiscal Impact:

None on an on-going basis. The cost of implementation of the Comprehensive Land Use Plan
for the Environs of San Francisco International Airport is a function of the number of
consistency reviews performed annually. Approximately $25-50,000 annually and $4,000 to
$8,000 per consistency review.

Source of Revenue:

Funding is provided in the adopted C/CAG Budget under the General Fund. Staffis pursuing
funding from the airport operators and other sources to reduce the funding necessary from the
General Fund.

Background:

C/CAG as the Airport Land Use Commission for San Mateo County is responsible for
developing an Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan (ALUCP) for all four airports in San Mateo
County. These airports include San Francisco International Airport (SFIA), Half Moon Bay, San
Carlos, and Palo Alto (shared with Santa Clara County Airport Land Use Commission). These
plans must be developed consistent with the California Department of Transportation Division of
Aeronautics Airport Land Use Planning Handbook, 2011. Because the update of the ALUCP
was partially funded by a grant from the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA), the plan update
process also must comply with Federal guidance. The ALUCP for all four airports are outdated.
C/CAG has begun updating the ALUCP. The first ALUCP to be updated is for San Francisco
International Airport.

ITEM 6.2.1
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C/CAG hired Jacobs Consultancy, which subcontracted with Ricondo & Associates, Inc., to
develop the ALUCP for SFIA. In addition to the FAA grant, C/CAG received grants from the
California Division of Aeronautics, and SFIA to update the ALUCP for San Francisco
International Airport. This update was initiated in 2008. It was delayed due to FAA approval of
updated noise contours, delay in completing the Aeronautics Handbook 2011, and approval of
the Runway Safety Area Program at SFIA. A draft Final of the Airport Land Use Compatibility
Plan for the Environs of San Francisco International Airport is completed and available online at
the C/CAG website at . www.ccag.ca.gov/aluc.html .

The California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) requires C/CAG to do an Initial Study and
Negative Declaration for the Comprehensive Land Use Plan for the Environs of San Francisco
International Airport. At the June 26, 2012 Airport Land Use Committee (ALUC) meeting the
Draft of the Comprehensive Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan for the Environs of San
Francisco International Airport was approved. The Initial Study and Negative Declaration for
the Comprehensive Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan for the Environs of San Francisco
International Airport was developed. The CEQA document and ALUCP were noticed and
distributed for comments. ALUC received verbal and written comments at the August 23, 2012
ALUC meeting. These comments were considered in making the draft Final documents.

A Public Hearing was held at the October 11, 2012 C/CAG Board Meeting. There were no
public comments received . The next step is to adopt the Negative Declaration for the

San Francisco International Airport - Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan.

C/CAG staff recommends approval of Approval of Resolution 12-66 Adopting the Negative
Declaration for the San Francisco International Airport - Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan.

Staffis pursuing
funding from the airport operators and other sources to reduce the funding necessary from the
General Fund.

Background:

C/CAG as the Airport Land Use Commission for San Mateo County is responsible for
developing an Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan (ALUCP) for all four airports in San Mateo
County. These airports include San Francisco International Airport (SFIA), Half Moon Bay, San
Carlos, and Palo Alto (shared with Santa Clara County Airport Land Use Commission). These
plans must be developed consistent with the California Department of Transportation Division of
Aeronautics Airport Land Use Planning Handbook, 2011. Because the update of the ALUCP
was partially funded by a grant from the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA), the plan update
process also must comply with Federal guidance. The ALUCP for all four airports are outdated.
C/CAG has begun updating the ALUCP. The first ALUCP to be updated is for San Francisco
International Airport.

C/CAG hired Jacobs Consultancy, which subcontracted with Ricondo & Associates, Inc., to
develop the ALUCP for SFIA. In addition to the FAA grant, C/CAG received grants from the
California Division of Aeronautics, and SFIA to update the ALUCP for San Francisco

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International Airport. This update was initiated in 2008. It was delayed due to FAA approval of
updated noise contours, delay in completing the Aeronautics Handbook 2011, and approval of
the Runway Safety Area Program at SFIA. A draft Final of the Airport Land Use Compatibility
Plan for the Environs of San Francisco International Airport is completed and available online at
the C/CAG website at . www.ccag.ca.gov/aluc.html .

A Public Hearing was held at the October 11, 2012 C/CAG Board Meeting. There were no
public comments received. The Board requested that the Brisbane Noise Monitoring station be
shown on the noise contour map which has been corrected. The next step is to approve the
Airport Land Use Compatibility Plan for the Environs of San Francisco International Airport.

C/CAG staff recommends approval of Resolution 12-67 Adopting the Airport Land Use
Compatibility Plan for San Francisco International Airport.

Negative Declaration:

A RESOLUTION OF THE BOARD OF THE CITY/COUNTY

WHEREAS, the Board of the City/County Association of Governments of San Mateo
County (C/CAG) has been designated as the Airport Land Use Commission for the public use
airports in San Mateo County; and

prepare and adopt an airport land use compatibility plan (ALUCP) for each public use airport

WHEREAS, ALUCPs are the fundamental tool used by airport land use commissions in
fulfilling their purpose of promoting airport land use compatibility; and

WHEREAS, the ALUC is required to be guided by information in the California Airport
Land Use Planning Handbook, State of California, Department of Transportation, Division of
Aeronautics (Caltrans Handbook, latest edition published in October 2011) in preparing ALUCPs
(Public Utilities Code, §21674.7(a); and

WHEREAS, in December 1996, C/CAG adopted the San Mateo County Comprehensive
Airport Land Use Plan (CLUP) for Half Moon Bay Airport, San Carlos Airport, and San Francisco
International Airport; and

WHEREAS, following extensive coordination among C/CAG staff, the C/CAG Airport
Land Use Committee, local municipalities, and the San Francisco International Airport staff,
C/CAG has prepared an ALUCP for San Francisco International Airport that is consistent with
the overall objectives of the State Aeronautics Act and generally consistent with the guidance
provided by the Caltrans Handbook, and

WHEREAS, to the extent that the policies in the ALUCP for San Francisco International
Airport deviate from the guidance provided in the Caltrans Handbook, the policies remain
consistent with the purposes of the State Aeronautics Act by:

(1) providing for the orderly development of San Francisco International Airport by
considering the long range development plans for the Airport over the next 20 years,

(11) providing for the orderly development of the area surrounding San Francisco
International Airport so as to promote the overall goals and objectives of the California
airport noise standards by maintaining land use compatibility policies that are consistent with
the state's noise standards,

(iii) providing for the orderly development of the area surrounding San Francisco
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International Airport so as to prevent the creation of new noise and safety problems and
ensuring that the land use compatibility policies fall within the level of acceptable risk
considered to be a community norm in the environs of the Airport,

(iv) protecting the public, health, safety, and welfare by ensuring the orderly
expansion of San Francisco International Airport, and

(v) protecting the public health, safety, and welfare by the adoption of land use
measures that minimize the public's exposure to excessive noise and safety hazards within
areas around public airports to the extent that these areas are not already devoted to
incompatible uses; and

WHEREAS, C/CAG provided an opportunity for public comment on the proposed ALUCP
for San Francisco International Airportfor 45 days, beginning on July 9, 2012 and concluding on
August 23, 2012; and

WHEREAS, C/CAG provided notice of the opportunity to comment on the proposed
ALUCP to interested individuals, organizations, agencies, and the affected land use jurisdictions
(i.e Burlingame, Millbrae, San Bruno, South San Francisco, Daly City, and Brisbane); and

WHEREAS, C/CAG received comments on the proposed ALUCP from the Caltrans
Division of Aeronautics and local agencies; and

WHEREAS, C/CAG prepared written responses to all comments received on the
proposed ALUCP during the comment period; and

WHEREAS, on September 27, 2012, C/CAG made available for public review revisions to
the proposed ALUCP, as necessitated by or in response to comments received; (ii) comments

Fiscal Impact:

$22,955 - Funds returned to the State.

Source of Revenue:

$1 Motor Vehicle Fee for Abandoned Vehicle Abatement.
Background:

C/CAG has acted as the Abandoned Vehicle Abatement Service Authority for San Mateo County
since its inception in FY 93-94. This provided approximately $670K a year for towing and
abating abandoned vehicles. The funds go to the participating police/ sheriff departments.
Seventeen cities and the County participate in the program (see the attached Abandoned Vehicle
Abatement Service Authority for the list of participants).

The Abandoned Vehicle Abatement Fee is required to be reauthorized every 10 years and is set to
expire in San Mateo County in May 2013. The C/CAG Attorney has determined that an
extension of this fee in San Mateo County past this expiration date would require a majority vote
of the people due to regulations put in place in 2010 by the passage of Proposition 26
(Supermajority required to pass new taxes and fees Act). The law reads that Proposition 26 also
applies to extensions of current taxes. Therefore, the County of San Mateo did not request that
the Department of Motor Vehicles extend the fee past the May 2013 expiration date.

ITEM 6.3
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Prior to 1/1/96 the funds were allocated on a restricted cost reimbursement basis. This resulted in
the build-up of approximately $450K in un-programmed balance as of the end of FY 95-96.
These funds are allowed to be programmed. Revenue received after 1/1/96 must all be spent or
the balance returned to the State. Attached is an Abandoned Vehicle Abatement Prior to 1/1/96
Analysis. This identifies an FY 95-96 value of $452,592 for the prior to 1/1/96 funds. The
present value of the prior to 1/1/96 funds is $596,579. The FY 11-12 ending balance is $619,534.
Therefore, the remaining $22,955 was accrued on revenue received after 1/1/96 and must be
returned to the State.

Proposal:

Given that the AVA program is expiring, C/CAG staff recommends that the prior to 1/1/96 funds
of $596,579 be used to fund an additional year of the program (FY 13-14). The funds should be
spent quarterly with any additional interest accrued after 6/30/12 also applied to the extra year.
Only those agencies currently participating in the program would be eligible to receive the funds.
The current formula for the distribution of the funds must be used. Further, C/CAG staff also
recommends the return of $22,955 to the State. Staffis also authorized to make minor financial
adjustments provided the overall approved structure is maintained.

SOURCE OF FUNDS

Existing Water Pollution Prevention Program staff budget.

BACKGROUND/DISCUSSION

In response to recent discussions between Regional Water Quality Control Board staff, the San
Mateo City Managers’ Association, and the Water Pollution Prevention Program (also referred to
as the “NPDES Program”™) and Congestion Management Technical Advisory Committees
(TAC), C/CAG staff is proposing changes to the existing C/CAG committee structure to elevate
the importance of and level of commitment by member agencies to meeting regulatory
requirements for stormwater management.

Currently, C/CAG’s committee structure for the Water Pollution Prevention Program includes a
TAC that is voluntarily attended by mid-level technical staff from the member agencies. There
are not designated committee members or alternates, there is not a chair/vice-chair, and meetings
are held monthly at varying locations throughout the county. There are seven subcommittees
reporting to the NPDES TAC that deal with specific provisions of the Municipal Regional
Permit, typically staffed by member agency representatives most involved with the
subcommiittee’s focus area. These subcommittees are: 1) New Development; 2) Trash; 3)
Commercial, Industrial, and Illicit Discharges; 4) Public Information and Participation; 5) Parks
Maintenance and Integrated Pest Management; 6) Municipal Maintenance; and 7) Watershed
Assessment and Monitoring.

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C/CAG staff is recommending the following:

ill.

At the C/CAG Board Level — As a result of ongoing compliance concerns and the
significant resources member agencies are required to commit to stormwater
management, staff recommends increasing involvement by the C/CAG Board in

stormwater policy decisions and programmatic activities. Staff expects to provide more
frequent presentations to the Board on stormwater-related issues, including ongoing
education of Board members regarding necessary commitments by member agencies to
meeting water quality mandates. An anticipated significant upcoming role for the
C/CAG Board is involvement in and approval of a Countywide Funding Initiative to
increase revenue for both the Countywide Water Pollution Prevention Program and the
member agencies.

Reconvene a Stormwater Committee at the Director Level — C/CAG’s JPA identifies both
a Stormwater (NPDES) Committee and a Stormwater (NPDES) TAC; currently there is
only an active Stormwater TAC. Staff recommends reconvening the Stormwater
Committee, which hasn’t been active since the earliest days of the Water Pollution
Prevention Program. Membership will be from all cities and the county, formally
designated by the C/CAG Board, meeting on designated dates/times/locations (proposed
to be concurrent with/adjacent to existing CMP TAC), and subject to Brown Act
requirements. The Committee would assume the policy recommendation function of the
existing Stormwater TAC. The cities and the county would be asked to provide names
for appointment to this Committee, with membership recommended to be at the director
level, typically either the Public Works or Planning Director, and a non-voting
membership seat for executive management-level staff representation by the Regional
Water Quality Control Board. The individual appointed to the Stormwater Committee by
the City/County Manager would be the person accountable for ensuring the agency meets
the regulatory requirements of the Municipal Regional Permit. This Committee would be
scheduled to meet on a bimonthly basis and recommend action on ongoing compliance
issues, recommend approval by the C/CAG Board of the annual Countywide Water
Pollution Prevention Program budgets, authorize submittal by staff and consultants of
annual reporting materials, and provide recommendations to the C/CAG Board on

Countywide Water Pollution Prevention Program activities. Routine/non-action items
would continue to be managed by the Stormwater TAC and subcommittees.

Stormwater Technical Advisory Committee at the Staff Level — The existing Stormwater
TAC would continue with its current attendees, but shift to much more of an
informational and educational role as opposed to a policy/decision-making body. This
will ensure municipal representatives that are actively engaged in compliance efforts
continue to be educated and informed on an ongoing basis regarding Municipal Regional

Permit issues. This would be in addition to utilizing the existing seven subcommittees
referenced above.
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The benefits of this approach include:

Increasing involvement in the Water Pollution Prevention Program at the C/CAG Board
level will elevate stormwater regulatory issues with elected officials, demonstrating
commitment to meeting regulatory obligations at the highest level;

Reconvening the Stormwater Commiittee elevates staff involvement to the department
head/director level to ensure appropriate understanding of and commitment to
compliance. This level of active staff involvement will also be essential in the coming
months as negotiations on reissuing the Municipal Regional Permit begin and revised
trash control programs are developed.

Shifting the focus of the Stormwater TAC from policy/action items to
educational/informational will ensure compliance staffs remain actively engaged and
informed, but remove the responsibility for making decisions and recommendations that
are typically above their level of authority within their organization.

AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR TO CONVENE A STORMWATER
COMMITTEE AS PART OF C/CAG’S WATER POLLUTION PREVENTION
PROGRAM COMMITTEE STRUCTURE

RESOLVED, by the Board of Directors of the City/County Association of Governments
of San Mateo County (C/CAG), that

WHEREAS, C/CAG is the agency responsible for the development and implementation
of the Water Pollution Prevention Program for San Mateo County; and

WHEREAS, C/CAG’s existing bylaws designate both a Stormwater (NPDES)
Committee and a Stormwater (NPDES) Technical Advisory Committee; and

WHEREAS, the Stormwater Committee has not been active in over a decade; and

WHEREAS, convening a Stormwater Committee with director-level membership will be
beneficial to overall management of the Water Pollution Prevention Program;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that C/CAG hereby authorizes the Executive
Director to convene a Stormwater Committee to provide professional direction to the Stormwater
NPDES Technical Advisory Committee and make recommendations to the Board on water
pollution prevention issues. The Committee shall have the following characteristics:

* Membership shall include one representative from each of C/CAG’s member agencies
and one non-voting seat for executive management from the Regional Water Quality
Control Board;

e Members shall be director-level (typically either the Public Works or Planning Director),
have responsibility for implementing water pollution prevention programs within their
agency, be recommended by executive management of their member agency, and be
appointed by the C/CAG Board;

» The Committee shall meet on an appropriate frequency as determined by the Executive
Director, anticipated to be bimonthly;

e The Committee shall be subject to the public meeting requirements dictated by the Brown
Act.
